The difference is that 
these hybrids have been especially developed for garden 
growing. They need no special attention except that in order 
to obtain large specimen blooms you should pinch the first 
side buds off the main stem just as soon as they appear. 

Like all other mums, Harvest Giants need good garden soil 
of average richness and at least a half day of sunlight in order 
to do well. It is a good idea to cover the plants with straw or 
evergreen branches over the winter. The purpose is not to 
protect them from low temperatures but to keep them from 
alternately freezing and thawing and being heaved up out of 
the ground.
